Louls Fink, dining-car conductor 
the Ow! train, shot himself just be 
cause he could. 

Fink experimented by investigating 
the mysteries of the human breil 
threugh the instrumentality Of a G+ 
caliber pistol. 

Apparently in good health and spite 
ita, Fink retired to his room, No, 417 
Central avenue, yesterday morning, 
after telling his best friend, BE. . 
Smith, superintendent of the Southern 
Pacific dining-car service, good-by at 
the Arcade depot. He disrobed, attired 
himeelf in a pink “nightie” and shot 
himself through the head shortly be- 
for 3 o'clock in the afternoon. 

Before attempting his life, Fink

Tree Discovered in Nicaragua That 


“tNew York Herald:] The govern- 
ment of the republic of Nicaragua has 
Sent experts from the capital to ex- 
amine a remarkable and deadly tree 
that was recently discovered on the 
hacienda of Sefiora Maria Gasteazoro, 
near the town of Petacalpeque, Depart- 
ment of Chinandega. To the tree has 
been given the name of arbol dei dia- 
bilo, or tree of the devil. Its discovery | route 
was made through the disappear ane 
of a son of Sefiora Gasteazoro. Sev- 
eral days later the body of the boy 
and the carcass of the pony he was 
riding were found under the tree in a 
remote part of the hacienda. It w 
noticed that a sickly sweet odor ema- 
nated from the tree, and those who 
removed the body of the boy became 
suddenly dizzy while under its 
branches. Closer examination of the 
boy's body disclosed the fact that sev- 
eral blood vessele had burst, and later 
the same condition was disclosed by 
am examination of the remains of the 
pony. Under the tree were the bones 
of goats, hogs, burros and hundreds 
‘of birds. It is supposed that the boy, 
coming to the heap of bones, stopped 
to investigate and that both boy and 
pony were overpowered by the dead 
fumes from the tree.
